Arrested at Farm Home. 

Acting under his police power, 
Dr. Billings arrested Sam Hall at 
his farm home which he inherited 
at the death of his uncle. The 35- 
year-old farmer willingly accom- 
panied the Coroner to the office of 
State’s Attorney C. W. Burton, 
where they were closeted most of 
the-afternoon. ~ 
Dr.. Billings told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he planned to detain. 
Sam Hall “indefinitely.” It was 
presumed that he would be held in 
the Madison County Jail at. Ed- 
wardsville. 
Dr. Billings said he would hold 
an inquest as soon as a detailed 
report was recejved from the 
pathologist, who. still has to ana- 
lyze the viscera of the other two 
bodies. All findings then will be 
reported to Circuit Judge Maurice 
V. Joyce, who ordered the inquiry. 
Marion Hall, who was 69 years 
old, died July 21, 1939, following the 
death of his two sisters. They 
were Laura Hall, 71, who died May 
28, 1939, and Magnolia Hall, 64, 
who died June 18, 1939. No in- 
quests were held at the time of 
their deaths. 

Requested by Relatives. 

The inquiry into their deaths 
was requested last week by State’s 
Attorney Burton, at the instance of 
relatives. They are a niece, Mrs. 
Joseph S. Bohnenstiehl of Granite 
City, and a nephew, .Dave Hall, 
who lives on a farm adjacent to 
that on which his uncle and aunts 
had lived. 

They are the brother and sister 
of Sam Hall, who resided with his 
uncle and aunt on the farm. Now 
married, Sam Hall continues farm- 
ing the 40-acre tract, although its 
ownership has passed into the 
hands of William H. Wittenfeld, a 
Collinsville undertaker and former 
deputy coroner. — 

The bodies, exhumed from the 
Hall family cemetery on the farm 
of Davé Hall, were taken to a 
Troy undertaking establishment 
where the St. Louis pathologist 
removed the vital organs. The 
bodies were then returned to the 
cemetery and reinterred, 

One of the reasons that the 
man’s viscera was examined first, 
Dr. Billings said, was because his

AMIS FORGES PUSH 


Torpedoed Ship, 


Blown Away, Limps Into Gulf Port 


Half of One Side 


A GULF COAST PORT, June 
26 (AP).—A sturdy American cargo 
vessel—with half its starboard side 
blown away by an Axis torpedo— 
has completed an incredible 12-day 
voyage home, the Eighth Naval 
District revealed today. 

Even the officers were amazed at 
the craft’s performance when they 
viewed the damage in a Gulf port 
drydock. However,:. the ship will 
sail again as soon as the gaping 
hole in its steel plates is repaired. 
The officers and men of its crew 
are ready to take it out. 

Only two men were injured, 
neither seriously, when the ship 
was torpedoed at 6:05 p. m. May 
22 in the Caribbean. The torpedo 
from an enemy submarine, which 
was not sighted, struck amidships 
on the starboard side,

Panic in Tokyo

Opening of 4-Day Period— 
Missouri Registration to 
Be Held Tuesday. 


Youths from 18 to 20 years old, 
the youngest ever to enroll for pos- 
sible compulsory military service 
in the history of the nation, were 
being registered for the draft to- 
day on the East Side and through- 
out Illinois. 

It was the first day of a four- 
day registration period in Mlinois 
for youths who will become 18 by 
next Tuesday and for those who 
became 20 since last Dec. 21. Reg- 
istration for youths of the same 
age level will be held in Missouri 
and other states next Tuesday. 

A group of 11 young men, wear- 
ing variously sports or working 
clothes, was present when the East 
St. Louis draft. headquarters, 513A 
Missouri avenue, openéd at 9 a. m. 
Most of them announced their in- 
tention of enlisting before they

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
The Office of Police Administra- 
tion suspended gasoline deliveries 
to 64 filling stations and garages 
in‘ the metropolitan areas of New 
York, Newark and Philadelphia to- 
day, charging them with violation 
of OPA rationing regulations. 
Twenty-four of the suspensions 
were for 15 days; the remainder 
for 30 days. All of the stations 
were charged with selling gasoline 
without requiring motorists to 
show rationing cards. 

The OPA today issued mined 


ing in Eastern states and dis- 


closed that the basic unit would 
be for four gallons, 

The unit is subject to change “in 
accordance with any change in the 
East’s petroleum supply situation,” 


the coupon plan which starts July 
22 in 17 states and the District of 
Columbia. 

To eliminate delays and conges- 
tion such as marked registration 
for the emergency ration plan in 
some cities, OPA gave instructions 
to expedite registration at public 
school houses July 9-11, inclusive.

Only the basic,, minimum-value 
A cards will be issued at. first. 
Each will contain 48 coupons, de- 
signed to provide 2880 miles. of 
driving for a year, on the basis 
of: 15 miles to the gallon. 


Supplemental Ration Rule. 
To get B or C books providing 
for supplemental rations, motor- 
ists will have to apply to local 
boards and show that the A book 
will not meet their occupational 
driving needs. 

The A book is intended to allow 
1080 miles for “family purposes” 
and 1800 for driving to and from 
work or for business use. Thus 
any A-card motorist, in order to 
get a B or C card in addition, must 
prove his occupational driving ex- 
ceeds 1800 miles a year. 

The other prime requirement is 
membership in a car-pooling club 
of at least four persons, Ccar-own- 
ers or non-owners, Failing to join 
such a club, the applicant must 
prove that he cannot carry three 
other persons but is hauling as 
many as possible and that other 
means of transportation are inade- 
quate. 

Registrars will issue D cards, for 
motorcycles, at the time of regis- 
tration for A cards. 

The 16-coupon B book will be 
good for 320 miles additional driv- 
ing a month. 

Motorists applying for a C book 
must prove that they are “essen- 
tial to the war effort and to the 
public welfare.” The C book will 
be issued for three-month periods. 
Although a full book will contain 
96 coupons, local boards will tear 
out coupons to fit the applicant’s 
needs.

BOSTON, June 26.—If Mort ‘Cooper never has the sdtisfac- 
tion of pitching a no-hitter during his major league career he may 
look back on the Army-Navy relief game played here on June 
25, 1942, as the time he came the closest to accomplishing this feat. 

The records will show that the 
Braves made two hits off Mort 
that day but 25,003 fans will verify 
Mort’s claim that neither Chet 
Ross nor Ernie Lombardi meant 
it when they softly caressed the 
ball into short right field.

Supervisor Henderson also stat- 
ed in yesterday's hearing that it 
was evident from the testimony 
that the sales tax law was “abso- 
lutely disregarded” by the Silver 


company to produce its books for 
1941 and 1942 for examination this 
afternoon. 

The Sales Tax Department con- 
tends the company owes $145,766 in 
State sales taxes, penalties and in- 
terest for 1939, 1940 and 1941 in 
this hearing and in litigation pend- 
ing in St. Louis Circuit Court and 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 

Testimony by Sales Tax Supervi- 
sor G. Hubert Bates and his au- 
ditors in the hearing yesterday 
was that the company in 1940 re- 
ported and paid the tax on only 
$208,490 of total sales of $1,810,554, 
and in 1941 reported \and paid 
taxes on only $227,560 of total 
sales of $2,240,195. 

Henderson asked for further in- 
formation on $35,300. in deductions 
from taxable sales claimed by the 
company for the first four months 
of this year under the heading 
“Political Affairs.” 

There was no itemized explana- 
tion of these monthly deductions, 
varying from $4500 to $12,000, 
which the Sales Tax Department 
declared were not exempt from the 
tax. 


Maurice Moulton, president of 
the company, told Henderson the 
“Political Affairs” items were not 
political contributions. He testified 
they represented sales to political 
groups and picnics, and the like, 
on which no tax. was paid by the 
buyer. It was admitted these

statement on behalf of the Silver 
Creek Co., told Henderson the com- 
pany’s monthly returns did not 
show the total sales, but did show 
the amount on which the tax had 
been collected from buyers; and 
that these taxes had been remitted 
to the State.

MATRUH: KEYSTONE OF EGYPT’S DEFENSES 


By MAJ. GEORGE

HE Libyan campaign is de- 
T veering very much as expect- 

ed. In my column of June 24, 
I pointed out that Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel seemed likely to 
press his advantage energetically 
and without waiting for reinforce- 
ments or reorganization; >that the 
importance of time was so great 
that he would be rather more like- 
y to make his attack on short 
direct line along the coast than 
to attempt a. flanking movement 
through the desert. This he has 
done, penetrating Egyptian terri- 
tory to the vicinity of Sidi Bar- 
rani, He thus returns to the Axis 
high-water mark of September, 
1940, when the Italian forces un- 
der Marshal Graziani-reached this 
point. Before the Germans lies 
the same 70-mile stretch of water- 
less desert from. Sidi Barrani to 
Mersa Matruh. (usually called jan 
simply Matruh, Mersa meaning 
harbor) which: Graziani was’ un- 
able to negotiate then and which 
may well give Rommel trouble 
now. 


Then, as now,

UT of the gray horror the 
Nazis have made of Poland 
came new evidence today of 
‘the systematic extermination of 
the Jewish population with deaths 
from various causes now estimated 
at more than 700,000. 
According to a _ report sent 
through secret channels to repre- 
sentatives of the Polish National 
Council here, disease and starva- 
tion are allowed to operate to the 
fullest extent. Where these means 
are considered insufficient or slow, 
massacre tactics often are substi- 
tuted, these sources say. 

When the Nazis attacked Poland, 
the Jewish population there was 
estimated roughly at 3,000,000. 
Deaths since then would account 
for almost 25 per cent of this num-* 
ber. 
Polish sources insist the Nazis 
are using portable gas chambers 
in some sections, perhaps testing 
lethal weapons which may some- 
time find more general use. One 
such instance was reported at the 
village of Chelmno, near Lowicz, 
where Jews were crowded 90 at a 
time into the chamber. Mass burial 
followed in Lubardski forest. 

These accounts find grim con- 
firmation in reports current within 
the Reich in the last two years of 
carefully guarded activities at 
Castle Grafeneck in southern Ger- 
many. Until Nazi censors inter- 
vened, the German press carried a 
series of notices lamenting the 
“sudden” deaths of relatives, in 
most cases from hospitals for the 
incurably ill or mental defectives. 
Many are believed to have been 
taken to .Grafeneck in sealed vans 
under Gestapo and S. 8S. guards. 
The bodies subsequently were cre-

In the Mirror of Public Opinion today, a Mexican 
writer indorses his Government’s decision to enter 
the war, and urges support of his country’s ally, 
the United States.

Indeed, the primary advantage 
of nations like Germany and Ja- 
pan, which have a warrior caste, 
is that their commanders under- 
stand the war they are going to 
wage before they begin to fight 
it. It is this understanding of the 
kind of war they mean to fight 
which enables them ‘to use an in- 
ferior quantity of resources to 
mobilize a superior quality of strik- 
ing power at the point which they 
have selected. We, on the other 
hand, bound down by the rule that 
we must strike nowhere but must 
defend everywhere, must plan to 
aim at sheen quantity of material 
and men rather than at quality 
specifically prepared for a specific 
purpose, The commanders in the 
field and at home are men who 
prepare for preparedness in gener- 
al, rather than men like Rommel 
who prepare for the precise tacti- 
cal situation in the place where 
they mean to fight. 

. * * 

This qualitative unpreparedneas 
is almost certainly the result of 
the fact that at the outset of a 
war of this kind the aggressor has 
a small compact territory to de- 
fend (which no one is prepared to 
hile his oppo- 
nents have vast scattered terri- 
tories which are military liabilities 
in that they have to be defended 
and yet furnish no force of their 
Own, 

In this global war, for example, 
Russia is great manpower and 
an arsenal, though not a self-suf- 
ficient arsenal. China is man pow- 
er but not an arscaal. Britain is 
small man power and a very con- 
siderable arsenal. The United 
States is man power and an ar- 
senal, But, except on the Rus- 
sian front, the campaigns of 
the United Nations have had 
to be for the defense of re 
gions like the South Pacific, Bur- 
ma and the Middle Hast, which 
are military liabilities, originating 
almost no military power of their 
own, dependent upon power pro- 
duced elsewhere and laboriously 
moved to the theater of war.

HIS situation has confronted 

the governments, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and President 
Roosevelt with a series of dilem- 
mas as to which front to reinforce. 
The front they did not reinforce 
was the one most likely to be at- 
tacked: The front they did rein- 
force was likely to become a place 
where precious military forces 
were locked up and left in cold 
storage, Political considerations of 
a most compelling kina—from Aus- 
tralia, The Netherlands Indies, Ma- 
laya, India—have prevented them 
from taking the purely military de- 
cision to concentrate all the avail- 
able forces somewhere for the 
counter offensive. 

Thus none of the fronts has-been 
held with decisive strength, and 
Hongkong, Singapore, Java, Ma- 
nila, Burma and Libya have fallen 
one after the other. Our enemies 
have had no such dilemma. They 
could pick the battlefield, ignor- 
ing all others, because they were 
operating in our territory and not 
in their own. 

. . * 

But while this explains a great 
deal, includimg our qualitative un- 
preparedness for the kind of war- 
fare we have had actyally to con- 
duct, the explanation does not jus- 
tify us in taking an indulgent and 
resigned attitude. The United 
States, leaving Britain's failings to 
the British, was qualitatively un- 
prepared at Pearl Harbor; with 
war imminent the commanders 
were not alert to the kind of attack 
which our own war games had 
was feasible and 
therefore possible. The 
States was qualitatively unpre- 
pared in the Philippines or, hours 
after war begun, the lesson of 
Poland would not have been ig- 
nored and the air force would not 
have been lined up on the ground. 
where it could be destroyed. 

The United States was qualita- 
tively unprepared for the subma- 
rine war in the Atlantic, or the

that they cut their teeth 6n em 
quads and learned to set type out 
of the hell box. There isn’t a 
Sister among them who cannot, on 
occasion, run the linotype, make 
up a page or kick a press, or 
even, in a pinch, sweep out.

When Mills Williams founded 
the West Plains Quill back in 
1885, it was not with the idea of 
providing a playhouse for the chil- 
dren who would be coming along 
from time to time, but that was 
the way it turned out. As soon 
as they could toddle the Williams 
kids deserted their mother and 
moved in on their father. Home 
was too tame for them. The print 
shop was a perpetual delight. They 
called it helping Daddy.

They 
learned to call each other Sister 
because he called each of them 
that. Even then it was Sister this 
and Sister that. The only time he 
ever complained was when one of 
them got under his feet as he 
was trying to compose a piece 
for the paper. Then he would say: 
“Now, Sister, run out and play 
and don’t break Daddy’s chain of 
thought.” ' 

In time it came to be understood 
among them that Daddy’s chain 
of thought was something that 
should never be broken. 

Cleora, who came first, began 
her journalistic career by standing 
on a soap box and folding papers. 
When she was 10 her father put 
her name in the masthead as sec- 
retary of the company. Ella had a 
feeling that her talents were not 
being properly recognized. She 
dogged her Daddy until he, to keep 
peace in the family, put her name 
in as a member of the firm. By 
the time that Fritze was old 
enough to have claims of her own 
she was taken in as the third mem- 
ber of William Girls, Inc., who 
shared with the founder the hon- 
ors and emoluments that apper- 
tained to the publication of the 
West Plains Weekly Quill. 

The honors were what mattered 
most. . Emoluments, individually 
considered, were strictly secondary, 
as they are to this day, for the 
Williams girls have never drawn 
salaries. Even while their father 
lived and their younger brother, | 
Tubby, was a member of the fam- 
ily corporation, as he had consid- 


needed more, but he never did. 
When he returned he found that 
the girls had been running the 
Quill so well that he wasn’t needed. 
So he went on his own and is now 
a successful advertising man in the 
Hast. on 
* * * | 

HE girls had been running the 

Quillso well because Cleora and 

Ella, when Tubby left, had di- 
vided between them the work that 
he had been doing. The division was 
not so easily made. When it came 
to reporting in a big way instead 
of just bringing in items, each had 
her preferences. To settle it they 
drew straws. Cleora drew the 
trains and the stockyards. Ella 
drew the Chamber of Commerce 
and sports. She wasn’t too happy 
over the sports assignment, She 
had néver been keen about sports, | 
but she took it like a good sport 
and Sister Cleora says Sister Ella 
made a very good sports editor. 

So the Williams girls went on 
with their sister act, interrupted 
only once when Fritze, at the age 
of 18, ran away and was married 
to Gwynne Dixon, which accounts 
for the way her name appears in 
the masthead, but her husband 
lived less than a year and Fritze 
came back to the Quill. 


Although the girls call them- 
selves, without differentiation, edit- 
ors and business managers, Fritze 
does most of the business manag- 
ing and the other two do most of 
the editing. Fritze is also the ad- 


vertising man and that name of 


hers, the Fritze part of it, is some- 
times embarrassing because peo- 
ple who don’t know any better 
think she isa man, Like that time 
when there was going to be an ad 
men’s convention.

Fortunately the average shoelace 
is longer than it need be. All you 
need do is adjust the lace by slid- 
ing it through the eyelets so that 
enough is taken off’ the unbroken 
end to make both/of the tying ends 
equal, 


Shortening the unbroken end is 
accomplished by pulling at the 
cross laces one by one and taking 
up the slack. However, it turns 
out that one set of cross laces 
when pulled affects the unbroken
